militant suffragettes to resort to violent 


methods of revc'uge for the arrest of 
their leader, Mrs. E'mmeline Panklmrat, 
wore put into effect this morning with 
the destruction of a mansion at Glasgow, 
several attempts to' destroy letters by 
pouring acids into mail boxes and num- 
erous isolated^cases of window smash- 
in?. Moreover, it was stated the women 
had a plan to do something sensational 
within the next twenty-four, hours and 
the police everywhere kept a strict 
watch. 


In the meantime Mrs. Pankhursl re- 


mained in Exter jail, the authorities 
having decided to not 
remove her to 


Holloway. She has already commenced 
a "hunger strike." 


Passengers on the Majestic, on which 


Mrs. Pankhurst made the voyage across 
the Atlantiic. told today of the indigna- 
tion of the travelers at being delayed 


for over an hour in'Plymouth harbor in 
order to enable the police to outwit the. 
suffragettes who planned to rescue Mrs, 
Paukhurst. As one American put it, 
"all this to arrest one little woman." . 


The English press also is inclined to 


sneer at the elaborate police plans. T;he 
Manchester Guardian remarks: "There 
•was an absurd disproportion between the 
actual danger of disorder or rescue and 
th- plans of the authorities^" The West- 
minster Gazette says: "It is absurd to 
describe the arrest of Mrs. Pankhurat 
as a triumph for the police."

stirred up serious talk of congressional 
investigation and federal prosecution of 
dealers. 


iloran's side of the- question seems to 


be the inaido. 


For, together with his partner, Jaa. E. 


Wet/., Jloran has won the title of ''egg 
king" by keeping' in storage since last 
spring the modest fortune of 18,000,000 
eggs' 


And, 
meanwhile, there 
are 
barely 


enough eggs in the country, dealers es- 
timate, to entitle the rest o_f the Ameri- 
can people to five eggs apiece, between 
now and the new years. 


\Vctz nnd 'Moran. it is predicted, will 


make about $200.000 on their lucky deal, 
| when they begin to distribute to us—at 
their own price—our five eggs each. 


"Luck?—duru fool luck!" 
That is the exclamation of our specu- 


lators—other than Moran and Wetz—on 
the Chicago butter and egg board. They 
say that in 1912 men who had bought 
eggs- the preceding spring at about 17 
cents a dozen 'and. had held them all 
summer, lost money heavily, being forced 
to sell in the fall as "low as.'15 cents 
wholesale. Then, last spring, in spite of 
these people's unhappy experience, Wetz 
and Moran bought great quantities of 
eggs, paying as high as 19 cents. 


Everybody laughed at them. Then fol- 


lowed the frightfully hot summer, bad 
for the liens. Pretty soon the other deal 
ers began to wake up to the fact that 
there was an egg shortage coming. 
It 


developed, through various unexpected 
causes, into a shortage of about a mil- 
lion cases for this one month. 


The big dealers began to buy eggs, too, 


in order to profit by the inevitable rise 
in price. The Chicago beef packers, it is 
said, bought 150 cars. But Wetz anc 
Jloran remained in the lead, with 170 
cars or more, and—whether from luck or 
foresight—it is. they who will make the 
big profits this year. 


They are the "egg kings." 
But Jloran argued 
very 
cheerfully 


with me when I interviewed him, dis- 
claiming every right to that title. 


"We have all of us here got eggs," he 


protested, indicating his colleagues oil 
the floor of the Chicago butter and egg 
board. "Some of us have been fortunate 
enough to get .a few more than others— 
that's all. 


"It is all a question of supply and de- 


mand, I maintain. 
Suppose we hadn't 


bought eggs last spring when tliey were 
abundant. People would have used them 
in great quantities then, because they 
were comparatively 
cheap—and today 


there wouldn't have been any eggs left 
on the market. 


"But we stored them in the spring, 


and are selling them now, thus equal- 
izing the supply throughout the year. It 
is a perfectly legitimate business. After 
the terrible Dayton flood ,it was recom- 
mended that a series of reservoirs be con- 
structed among the headwaters of the 
streams, in order to store up in future 
the heavy spring rains. Then the water 
could be used to keep an even flow in the 
rivers during the hot 
summer, when 


there might otherwise 
have 
been 
u 


drought equally destructive 
as 
the 


flood. 


"Well, our business is the exact coun- 


terpart of such a, system of reservoirs. 
We buy up the eggs which might deluge 
the market in the spring, and sell them 
in'the fall, when there might otherwise 
be an egg famine. We make a profit on 
the deal, of course, but it is exactly as 
justifiable, as the profit of the shoe dealer 
or book publisher. It is fair payment foi 
our services and just compensation for 
our risk. 


"So I dotvt think this egg boycott the 


worr^n have started will do any pood. 
Somebody has got to stop eating eggs 
anyhow until the hens begin to lay 
again." 


•'And considering the shortage, eggs arc 


cheap!"

The rjhysician selected several patients 
s subjects for lust tests. In one case 


he anaesthetized the hand of a. woman 
so that pins were thrust into the flesh 
in several places, and she felt not the 
slightest pain, though fully conscious. 


In another case a foot was anaes- 


tbetized and fifteen incisions made with- 
out the. slightest pain. Two teeth were 
painlessly extracted, 
tn still another 


case, after producing 
an anaesthtized 


condition, the physician punctured a- sub- 
ject's ear drum without any sensation of 
pajn. The puncturing of an ear drum is 
generally regarded a* one of the most 
painful of operations. 


Another test was rven more startling. 


After producing a condition of anaes- 
thetization tbe physician removed a for- 
eign object from the subjecfn eye and 
then, to the ama/e.ment of his watchers, 
drew n scape! sliehtlv across thp pa- 
tient's eye. 
In this case, as in the oth- 


ers, the patient Buffered not the slightest 
sensation of pain. 


By pressures on the neck the physi- 


cian produced sensations in various parts 
of thn body and demonstrated that acute

Con- 
victed nine years ago for conspiracy to 
spirit away a witness, Tedfo-d has risen 
from a discharged policeman to superin- 
tendent of one of the largest men's fur- 
nishings stores in the world, attaining 
success with a penitentiary sentence of 
from one to five years hanging over his 
head. 


Tedford escaped prison through an er- 


ror of a clerk who pigeonholed the man- 
date of the supreme court upholding his 
sentence, instead o." Hling the document 
with the trial judge- While his appeal 
was pending Tedford obtained employ- 
ment with a large retail iirm as house 
detective. 
Later he was promoted to 


assistant superintendent. In that posi- 
tion he. rejected hundreds of checks of- 
fered for merchandise and H. George 
Lytton. vice president of the store, said 
a'bad check never got past Tedford "be- 
cause he knew crooks too well." Ted- 
for dhaa been superintendent for two 
years. 


"We believe Tedford is innocent of the 


crime for which he iJ under sentence," 
eaid Mr. Lytton. "But if he is guilty, 
for the sake of argument, soaety should 
be satisfied with the success he has 
.made. He certainly has done more for 
himself and society than he would if he 
bad served a year or two in prison."

There aro 'those who urge, that

The 
revival of Israel under Joshua belonged 
to an age of war rather than to an age 
of 
peace. 
Under its inspiration the 


armies fought for a cause as well as for 
conquest.. Joshua.,was essentially a re- 
ligious warrior. . in tho light of 'modern 


times the terms are contradictory. Our 
vars are political. The religion of cither 
•*idc forms no factor in them. 
But it 


was not so in the cast. There war was 
virtually a. foreign mission enterprise. 
Joshua invaded Canaan for the one pur- 
pose of driving out not only the heathen 
but heathenism as well, fores was the 
only argument lie knew.
